Under the item “Cost of Legisla- 
tion” are included the sessional inde- 
fanities to members of the assembly 
the salariea of officials, clorks. mes- 
songers, Mr. speaker, and generally, 
nll the expenses incurred in propos- 
ing, discussing and enacting provia- 
vial statutes. 

In other Canadian provinces and in 
many states of the union, legislation 
is very costly, and often bad, coward- 
ly, dishonest, controlled by lobbies, 
trusts and other sinster influences. 
ju Alberta legislation has-been very 
good and very cheap. It is largely 
flirected by Attorney-Genoral Cross, 

Think of the principa! Acts: The 
railway taxation act, land titles act, 
corporation taxation act, mechanics 
lien act, district courts act, unoc- 
cupled Jands taxation uct, telephone 
jicts, railway acts, workmen's compen 
sation act, eight hour bank to bank 
act, industrial schools act, etc. Not 
a trace of fear of gurporations in the 
whole series, no loop holes for wealthy 
greed tocreep through, Yet Alberta 
ot all that good legislation for $99, 
00.00 all told, up'to January 1909. 

For this economy the prime credi 
is due to the electors themselves 
whochose toestablish a united-Alber- 
fa party assembly, and a ministry of 
straight men. This put legislature 
and ministers on their most scrupul- 
ous sense of honor, for good

Mr. Rutherford and his colleagues 
were known to be all plain, henest, 
upright, respectable, prosperous men 
long before Albertans anitedly chose 
them for chief public servants in 1905.
